BEIRUT, Jan. 28 (AFP). — The 
Lebanese cabinet has drafted 
the main lines of a new Natio¬ 
nal Pact including the princi¬ 
ples of political, economic and 
social reforms. Premier Rashid 
Karami announced today. 

These principles will be an¬ 
nounced soon, he said, as a pre¬ 
liminary to forming a reconci¬ 
liation government representing 
the various parties. 

“We want a programme for 
action... and an enlarged ' go¬ 
vernment capable of meeting 
the neds dictated by reconstru¬ 
ction of the country,”’ the Pre¬ 
mier told newsmen after a ca¬ 
binet meeting. 

Moynihan defends 
his tough UN tactics 

NEW YORK. Jan. 28 (R). — 
The UB. Ambassador to the 
United Nations, Mr. Daniel 
Moynihan, has accused the Sta¬ 
te Department of not support¬ 
ing his efforts to break up an 
anti-American voting bloc in 
the U.N., the New York Times 
reported today. 

"i‘-'-The Times quoted from a ca¬ 
ble which it said Mr. Moynihan 
had sent to Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger ^and all U.S. 
embassies on January 23. 

The Ambassador said in the 
message that breaking up the 
large bloc of "mostly new na¬ 
tions” was a basic foreign po¬ 
licy goal of the United States, 
the paper reported. He cited 
examples where his tactics of 
counter-attack with threats and 
tough talk had been successful. 

However, he added : “there 
is clear evidence that the De¬ 
partment is reluctant to reco¬ 
gnise these signs or at least 
slow to do so.” 

Neither the State Depart¬ 
ment nor fiie U.S. Mission to 
the United Nations commented 
immediately on the Times sto¬ 
ry. 


The cabinet issued instruc¬ 
tions for schools to reopen 
throughout the country on Mon¬ 
day and for civil servants to 
return to duty or be penalised. 

There were still sporadic 
shooting incidents in the capi¬ 
tal and elsewhere in the coun¬ 
try last night, the High Milita¬ 
ry Committee supervising the 
ceasefire announced. 

But Syria Foreign Minister 
Abdel Halim Khaddam, who 
came back to Beirut today af¬ 
ter one day in his own capital, 
said his peace mediation mis¬ 
sion was working out “perfect¬ 
ly.” 

Lebanese army units took up 
peace-keeping positions in the 
capital today, the High Military 
Committee announced. 

It was announced that 12 
“shock units” of police were 
being set up to squelch cease¬ 
fire violations in the capital, 
and the seizure of hostages in 
particular. 

President Suleiman Franjieh 
told the cabinet he will meet 
with Syrian President Hafez 
Assad in Damascus very short¬ 
ly. Details of the ceasefire 
compromise will be disclosed 
only after that. 

Mr. Karami said Labour and 
Welfare Minister Ghassan Tue- 
ni will set up a committee to ta¬ 
ke inventory of all problems 
that need to be solved. 

The return of the army to 
peace-keeping operations in the 
centre of Beirut marks an im¬ 


portant stage towards the re* 
turn to normality. 

The assignment of this task 
to the army is an important con¬ 
fidence-building move, especial¬ 
ly for the army itself and the 
Lebanese right, in the country's 
return to normal after nine dea¬ 
dly months of civil war. 

The Higher Military Commit¬ 
tee, the Lebanese-Palestiman- 
Syrian body set up to supervise 
the ceasefire, said the army 
would arrest “violators" in the 
city centre, the port and the rui¬ 
ned hotels district — scene of 
one of the civil war’s fierest 
battles. 

It did not explain what kind 
of offenders would be affected, 
but observers took the term 
“violators” to include unautho¬ 
rised armed men on the streets, 
kidnappers, looters and anyone 
setting up roadblocks. 

The Higher Military Commit¬ 
tee called on all sides to the 
conflict to help the return of 
people who fled their homes du¬ 
ring the fighting, starting to¬ 
morrow. 

Those who left in the two 
biggest exoduses, from a Beirut 
slum district and a fanning 
town south of the capital, have 
little to return to. The process 
is likely to be long and painful, 
observers said, and many may 
prefer to move elsewhere.

BRUSSELS, Jan. 28 (Agencies): 

— A group of 96 mercenaries, 
including 85 British, left here 
today aboard a chartered Bel¬ 
gian Sabena Airlines plane . for 
Kinshasa and the Angolan war. 

Belgian gendarmerie units 
carefully checked the plane's 
passengers before their departu¬ 
re to find out whether any of 
file men were Belgian. 

The eleven mon-British mer¬ 
cenaries, who arrived here by 
different routes, for today’s 
flight, were'of various nationa¬ 
lities. 

This was the first group of 
mercenaries to leave here on 
a special charter flight Three 
earlier ^oups which flew to 
Kinshasa from where they we¬ 
re to join fiie Angolan National 
Liberation Front (FNLA) forces 
fighting in Angola, went on 
scheduled airline flights. 

Many of the mercenaries, hi¬ 
ding their professions, indicated 
that they were “security offic¬ 
ers” or “security advisers.” 

- In Lusaka, Zambian President 
Kenneth Kuanda declared a full 
state of emergency to counter 
what he declared a grave secur¬ 
ity situation. ' 

The President said the go¬ 
vernment was taking the pow¬ 
ers to put itself “in a position 
to counter any moves to des¬ 
troy our country.” 

■ • He said-the move was neces¬ 
sary because of a deteriorating 


situation on Zambia's borders 
and growing proof of internal 
subversion. 

. In a television and radio ad¬ 
dress to the nation President 
Kaunda said : “We as a nation 
must prepare for the worst. We 
are at war. Make no mistake. 

Sauvagnargues says 
French M.E. policy 
is most realistic 

PARIS, Jan. 28 (R). — French 
Foreign Minister Jean Sauva¬ 
gnargues said in a press inter¬ 
view today that France has the 
most “realistic” policy on the 
Palestinian question. 

He was commenting on Fran¬ 
ce’s vote in favour of the Se¬ 
curity Council resolution on 
the establishment of an inde¬ 
pendent Palestinian state and 
Israel’s withdrawal from all 
Arab territories occupied in the 
1967 and 1973 war^, which was 
vetoed by the United States. 

France, Mr. Sauvagnargues 
said, had always believed, a 
Middle East settlement depend¬ 
ed on Israeli withdrawal from 
1967-occupied countries, the 
right of all states in the area to 
live in peace within safe, gua¬ 
ranteed and recognised bord¬ 
ers, and the right of the Pales¬ 
tinian people to a country.

There is foreign interference in 
our country.” 

In a reference to the civil 
war in Angola, he said : “A 
plundering tiger and her dead¬ 
ly cubs is coming in through 
the back door. The effects of 
foreign intervention are now 
being felt in Zambia.” 

Late last week the President 
made a strong attack on the in¬ 
volvement of the Soviet Union 
and Cuba on behalf of the pro- 
Soviet Popular Movement for 
the Liberation of Angola (MP¬ 
LA). 

The grim-faced president, 
seated before the Zambian flag, 
said : *1 wish to announce to 
the nation that 2 am today in¬ 
voking the full powers of the 
state of emergency which al¬ 
ready exits throughout the re¬ 
public. 

The state of emergency has 
existed on the statute book sin¬ 
ce Rhodesia declared unilateral 
independence from Britain in 
1965, but the full powers have 
never been applied. 

‘7 want the country to be put 
in a state of full preparedness 
to counter any move to destroy 
our country,” President Kaun¬ 
da said. 

The 52-year-old President, 
who has led Zambia since inde¬ 
pendence from Britain in 1964, 
said the Angola conflict had 
shown the grave phenomenon 
of intervention by foreign po¬ 
wers in African affairs.

Egyptian premier gloomy^ 
about economic recovery 


CAIRO, Jan. 28 (R). — Prime 
Minister Mamdouh Salem today 
said Egypt should not expect 
its economic situation to impro¬ 
ve this year and rejected calls 
to raise wages as a solution to 
increasing inflation. 

Mr. Salem, addressing a par¬ 
liamentary session devoted to 
discussing means of averting a 
situation that government offi¬ 
cials said was “close to a sure 
disaster” unless consumption is 
curbed, said Egypt was in dire 
need of foreign investment 

"The fundamental solution to 


Egypt's economic ills lies in 
more production and less con¬ 
sumption... along with gradual 
implementation of economic re¬ 
forms. 

An unprecedented budget de¬ 
ficit totalling 2,400 million 
Egyptian pounds (about 1,900 
million sterling) is expected 
this year, according to official 
statements. 

A secret parliamentaiy ses¬ 
sion yesterday heard Mr. Salem 
reveal Egypt’s military debts to 
the Soviet Union, which infor¬ 
med sources here believed were 
around 7,000 million dollars. 
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Similar stupidity 

There are some mind-blowing" similarities between what 
Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin is saying in the United 
States during his current trip and what former American presi¬ 
dents up to and including Richard Nixon said during the dif¬ 
ficult years of involvement in Vietnam. 

Mr. Rabin said in a White House toast that Israel must 
be strong if it is to make peace, and that “we can only achieve 
peace with dignity through strength." He is also ready to tell 
the American Congress and the American people that Israel 
can only enter peace negotiations from a position of strength. 

Has anyone yet forgotten America’s near mania about ne¬ 
gotiating with the North Vietnamese from a position of 
strength? Have we retained some faint images of presidents 
in search of "peace with honour”? 

America was perpetuating a hoax then and Mr. Rabin is 
pushing a similar hoax today. 

The U.S. sent half a million troops to Vietnam and said 
it had to send more troops and guns to protect the American 
troops already there from Communist attacks. The solution 
was not to send more troops to protect the first batch sent, 
but to pull the first batch out and thus get out of the troop 
protection business altogether. 

The situation -is similar with Mr. Rabin. His country sits 
on occupied Arab territories and claims it needs to be strong 
to defend itself from Arab states who do whatever they have 
to do to liberate their lands and people. Mr. Rabin says he 
needs more guns and money and Phantoms to perpetuate his 
occupation. What he should do — like the United States fi¬ 
nally woke up and did — is get out of the occupation business 
altogether and see how pleasant life is when one’s relations 
with dose neighbours are governed by the principles of co¬ 
existence, and not domination. 

For Mr. Rabin to talk about “peace with dignity” is a 
mouthful of gobbledegook unequalled since Johnson and Nixon 
muttered silly phrases about “peace with honour.” Peace will 
not be dignified for Mr. Rabin unless it is, first and foremost, 
a peace that is just and comprehensive. He will never achieve 
his peace if he goes about it by asking the U.S. people and 
government to support..his present policies with an unlimited 
supply of money, arms and vetoes. 

Israeli policies are geared to a perpetuation of the present 
lull, and have never had the basic impetus towards a com¬ 
prehensive peace that the American people and leaders would 
willingly support. The Americans have heard talk of “peace 
with dignity” and "negotiating from strength” before, and they 
have been burned once. It is unlikely that they will allow 
themselves to be burned — or fooled — too many times more. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


“The American veto was ex¬ 
pected." Al-Ra’i started its edi¬ 
torial Wednesday, and all eff¬ 
orts by American diplomacy to 
ignore the existence of the Pa¬ 
lestinians in the Middle East 
conflict have met with total 
failure, it continued. 

The one-sided American st¬ 
and with the Israelis is a hind- 
erance to the role played by 
the United States in its hopes 
for a settlement, the paper sa¬ 
id. 

The Middle East situation is 
at a crossroads today, facing 
either the reconvening of the 
Geneva conference, based on 
resolution, 2 42 or Syria’s deci¬ 
sion to take up the issue of the 
United Nations observer for¬ 
ces in which the explosive si¬ 
tuation would return to the ar¬ 
ea and the “achievements” of 
Dr. Kissinger would dwindle 
away, the paper concluded. 

Ad Dustour said that the 
United States has committed a 
historical error in vetoing the 
U.N. resolution, by giving up a 
rare chance for real peace in 
the area. 

“The veto”, the paper said, 
“would, weaken the American 
“mediation” role to achieve a 
just peace in the area. 

"The United States has not 
changed her complete commit¬ 
ment towards Israel through 
her ignorance of the wishes 
and aspirations of the Palestin¬ 
ian people, who are the es¬ 
sence and core of any solu¬ 
tion to the Middle East prob¬ 
lem,” the paper said. 


Ad Dustour concluded by 
calling on the Ambs to re¬ 
evaluate their static! for the fu¬ 
ture, and hoped the Arabs will 
act in a united front to face 
the upcoming challenge which 
threatens their very existence 
and the coming Arab genera¬ 
tion. 

The United States' latest ve¬ 
to in the U.N. Security Council 
shows Washington, “rem ains 
opposed to a just solution of 
the core problem of the Arab- 
Israeli conflict." the Egyptian 
newspaper Al-Ahram said in 
an editorial on Wednesday. 

It commented on Monday’s 
veto which killed a dra¬ 
ft resolution acknowledging 
Palestinian rights, including the 
right to nationhood, and dem¬ 
anding Israeli troop withdraw¬ 
al from all occupied Arab terr¬ 
itories. 

“In casting this veto, Ame¬ 
rica proved that it remains op¬ 
posed to a just solution of the 
core problem of the Arab-Isra- 
eli conflict, and objects to the 
one thing capable of achieving 
a political settlement,” the ne¬ 
wspaper said. ‘This is a posi¬ 
tion that cannot be justified by 
any consideration.” 

It said the United States, 
"will have to bear the conse¬ 
quences of this position which 
plants more obstacles In the 
way of a settlement." 

The veto will damage the 
United States image as peace¬ 
maker in the Middle East, Al- 
Ahram said.

India will use more 
foreign aid in 1976 

NEW DELHI, Jan. 27 (AFP). — 
Foreign aid utilisation by India 
during 1975-76 (April-March) is 
now estimated at about $2,133 
million, against over $1,602 mil¬ 
lion in 1974-75, it was announ¬ 
ced here today. 

' With debt servicing estimat¬ 
ed at over $933 million official 
figures showed, the net aid 
would be of the order of about 
$1,200 million, against $768 mil¬ 
lion. last year. 

As against the trade deficit 
of $1,552 million in 1974-75, the 
adverse balance of trade had 
nearly reached the $1,466 mil¬ 
lion mark at the end of the first 
eight months. 

Foreign exchange reserves 
(other than gold and special 
drawing rights) rose from about 
$244 million at the end of 
March 1975 to nearly $1,295 
million at the end of Dec. 1975. 
After a drop of about $253 mil¬ 
lion at the beginning of 1976, 
on account of debt payments, 
the reserves have begun to rise 
again and stood at over $1,130 
million by the Middle of Jan.

Sand: the latest thing 
in hospital bedding 


A revolutionary bed, which 
brings relief to patients confi¬ 
ned to bed for long periods, 
has been developed and tested 
in Scotland. The bed differs 
from the traditional bed in that 
it has no mattress. It is simply 
a tray filled with sand—a de¬ 
velopment of beds used by the 
“Desert Rats” during the Nor¬ 
th African campaign in World 
War Two. 

Already one Scots hospital 
has successfully experimented 
with the beds which could, be¬ 
cause of their low cost, save 
the national health service mil¬ 
lions of pounds each year. The 
sand bed is relatively cheap— 
the fibre glass tray costs £ 45 
and the sand to fill it about £ 3 

The beds look like normal 
hospital beds, but instead of 
the mattress they have a fibre 
glass tray filled with fine sand. 
In a traditional bed long-term 
patients run the risk of deve¬ 
loping bed sores, which are 


caused by poor circulation and 
the constant nibbing of the bed 
sheets. 

These are eliminated by the 
sand bed, which has been deve¬ 
loped by Mr Ian Stewart con¬ 
sultant orthopaedic surgeon at 
Law Hospital Carluke, Lanark¬ 
shire, Scotland. Mr Stewart 
who has been studying the pro¬ 
blem for almost six years com¬ 


ments : 


“Since we developed the sa¬ 
nd bed nearly 400 patients ha¬ 
ve used them at Law hospital 
and only two have asked to be 
moved. Most patients have fo¬ 
und the sand bed far more co¬ 
mfortable than the traditional 
hospital bed.” 


Mr Stewart has been given 
a grant from the Scottish Ho¬ 
me and Health Department to 
work on the project and he is 
hopeful that the sand bed will 
be put into production and us¬ 
ed In other Scots hospitals.
